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GHI Board Supports City Council 
In Opposing Jaeger Tract Decision

In two moves at last Thursday’s meeting, the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. board of directors gave support to the city council’s decision 
to appeal the court decision allowing high-rise apartment zoning on 
the Jaeger tract adjacent to the Greenbelt Regional Park. 

The Board voted (1) to send the membership a letter calling 
for a write-in campaign urging the county commissioners to join 
the city in appealing the case; and (2) to kick off the Jaycees fund 
drive by donating $100 to help defray the costs of the appeal. The 
board felt that the city’s case would be strengthened if the county 
also appealed the case. _ 


In other zoning matters, the 
board voted to make the GHI zon¬ 
ing committee a permanent body 
and authorized the committee to 
prepare a report for the next regu¬ 
lar board meeting on May 14 on 
the Smith-Ewing zoning applica¬ 
tions pending for the area east of 
the Washington-Baltimore Park¬ 
way. The county commissioners 
will consider these zoning applica¬ 
tions on May 20 at Upper Marl¬ 
boro. 

Leo Gerton, chairman of the 
zoning committee, informed the 
board of the position of the God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center on the 
petitions, as presented at the Feb. 
28 hearing before the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Planning Board. In 
general, tht Flight Center was con¬ 
cerned that industrial and com¬ 
mercial development would gener¬ 
ate traffic congestion and create 
unacceptable levels of radio-noise 
interference. 

Tax Reassessment 

The board heard a cautiously op¬ 
timistic report on developments 
with respect t o th e county’s reas¬ 
sessment of GHI properties. GHI 
manager Roy Breashears stated 
that the county assessor’s office 
has agreed to lower the reassess¬ 
ment on GHI vacant land so as to 
equal that of vacant land owned 
by Bresler (about $1,500 an acre). 
As for the frame homes, the county 
assessor is still trying to use the 
market value (based on rental in¬ 
come) of Kent Village row houses 
as a criterion for measuring the 
value of GHI homes.. 

Moreover, certain GHI land is be¬ 
ing assessed at higher values than 
other properties in town, Brea¬ 
shears claimed. As an example, he 
stated that the assessment of the 
land on which the houses sit aver¬ 
ages out at $10,150 per acre, which 
is more than that of many areas in 
Lakeside and Lakewood. The coun¬ 
ty assessor justified this on grounds 
that more homes per acre were in¬ 
volved in GHI. 

Additions 

The board adopted a set of re¬ 
vised regulations with respect to 
additions, alterations, and improve¬ 
ments, but left open for further 
consideration by the standards 
committee the question of the cir¬ 
cumstances under which the con¬ 
sent of members other than next- 
door neighbors might be required 
for approval of an addition. 

The regulations call for no addi¬ 
tions on the service side except 
storage additions and minor alter¬ 
ations to existing porches. They 
prohibit free - standing structures 
other than storage structures. Also 
banned are additions to one-bed¬ 
room frame units. 

Tid-Bits 

GHI has available new kitchen 
sinks which it will nstall in brick 
or frame homes for $141, plus the 
cost of removal of radiator where 
necessary. A model sink can be 
viewed at the GHI office. 

The board heard that doctors 
presently practicing in Greenbelt 
have no objection to Group Health 
Association opening a clinic in 
Greenbelt. Such a clinic has been 
proposed in connection with the de¬ 
velopment of the GDC land along 
Parkway as a professional office 
building site. 


Youth Center Smoking 
Rules Okayed by Council 

The problem of how to limit 
smoking by teenagers at the Youth 
Center came up for discussion at 
the city council meeting April 
20. The Recreation Advisory 
Board had proposed a plan to set 
aside a special area of the Youth 
Center to permit persons aged 16 
or over to smoke, and the council 
gave approval to this plan. (The le¬ 
gal age to purchase cigarettes in 
Maryland is 16.) 

Mrs. Leonie Penney, 127 North- 
way, argued that smoking should 
be banned completely at the Youth 
Center, especially now that the 
health hazard has been established. 
She said that permitting teenagers 
of 16 or over to smoke openly gave 
it status and encouraged others to 
follow suit. 

Charles Collins, speaking for the 
RAB, said that it is impossible to 
suppress smoking completely with¬ 
out driving the youngsters out of 
the Youth Center. He said is was 
preferable to keep them in the 
building where the smoking can be 
controlled and where at least those 
under 16 can be prevented from 
smoking. 

He also noted that the teen club 
plans to conduct a program of edu¬ 
cation against smoking. It is hoped 
that such a program directed by 
the teenagers themselves will have 
more effect than edicts from a- 
dults. Mayor Smith indicated that 
he felt the Recreation Advisory 
Board was experienced in these 
matters and that its judgment 
could be trusted. 

Mrs. Penney, however, was vig¬ 
orously supported by Councilman 
Simonson, a non-smoker, who ar¬ 
gued that smokers didn’t realize 
how they were imposing on non- 
smokers. Councilman Bernstein 
won an agreement that the teen 
club would report periodically to 
the council through the manager 
on its progress in educating teen¬ 
agers out of the smoking habit.

Four members of the present Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of 
directors have announced their decision to seek election to the 
board at the coming GHI annual membership meeting, Wednesday 
and Thursday, May 20 and 21. The meeting on Wednesday night 
will be held at the Center School, starting at 8 p.m. Balloting will 
n i£>kt and resume the next day at the corporation’s sales 
o fice in the center, from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. The membership this 
year will elect 6 members to the 9-man board, four for 2-year terms 
and two for 1-year terms. 


Nominations Committee 
Wants More Candidates 

Members of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. were urged this week by the 
Nominations and Election Commit¬ 
tee to give thought to the naming 
of candidates for the GHI board of 
directors and audit committee. The 
only announced candidates so far 
are four incumbents on the board: 
Nat Shinderman, Mrs Jo Seay, 
Steve Polaschik, and Ed Burgoon. 
In addition, the News Review 
learned that Gerald F. Gough, 22-C 
Hillside, will be a candidate for the 
board. 

The Nominations Committee 
members have “Candidate Consent 
Forms” (see printed form in this 
week's newspaper) available for 
completion by candidates for office. 
These forms should be returned to 
the committee as soon as possible, 
and must be returned to the com¬ 
mittee by Sunday, May 10, accom¬ 
panied by a short biographical 
sketch of 200 words or less, out¬ 
lining education, experience, family 
background, and any other perti¬ 
nent information. Members of the 
committee are Bev Fonda, 6-A 
Ridge; Mrs. Velma (Jeff) Chap¬ 
man, 35-F Ridge; George Adams, 
46-D Ridge; Mat Amberg, 6-E Hill¬ 
side; and Bill Hoff, 71-E Ridge. 

Nomination by Petition 

GHI members may also be nomi¬ 
nated by a petition signed by ten 
members. The committee has a- 
vailable the necessary petition 
forms. 

The committee calls members’ 
attention to the GHI rules that 
make one member of a husband 
and wife occupying a unit; that 
means that “he” may sign a peti¬ 
tion and that counts as one signa¬ 
ture, or “she” may sign a petition 
and that counts as one signature, 
or “he and she” may both sign and 
that also counts as one signature. 

In addition to nominees for the 
Board, the committee is seeking 
nominees for the 3-member audit 
committee. Nominations for the 5- 
member nominations and elections 
committee will be made only at the 
May 20 annual meeting. 

Board Members receive a salary 
of $500 per year and officers $750. 
In addition, board members are eli¬ 
gible to participate in GHTs group 
hospital, surgical, and major medi¬ 
cal expense plan for its employees. 
The insurance plan is jointly fi¬ 
nanced with GHI paying 65 per 
cent of the cost.

The announced candidates are 
Nat Shinderman, Mrs. Josephine 
Seay, Steve Polaschik, and Ed Bur¬ 
goon. The first three were appoint¬ 
ed by the board to fill out the 
terms of members who had re¬ 
signed. A fifth incumbent whose 
seat is up for election — Bill Helm 

— stated that he is uncertain about 
running, acknowledging that he 
has plans for the purchase of a 
non-GHI home. Joe Cherry — the 
final incumbent whose seat is up 

— has already announced that up¬ 
on doctor’s advice he will not seek 
reelection. 

Election Problems 

At its April 23 meeting the board 
wrestled with several problems 
raised by the Elections and Nomi¬ 
nations Committee. Mat Amberg, 
speaking for the latter group, point¬ 
ed out that the by-laws do not spell 
out how to fill seats when more 
than the regular number of four or 
five are up for election. Legal ad¬ 
vice has indicated that there must 
be separate elections for the 2-year 
terms and for the 1-year terms, un¬ 
less all Board candidates agree to 
run on a consolidated list under 
which the top four candidates 
would get the 2-year terms and 
the next two the 1-year terms. This 
consolidated list method was used 
in 1960 when the corporation shift¬ 
ed to a staggered term of office. 

Sentiment expressed by the board 
was in favor of the consolidated 
method. It was suggested to the 
Nominations Committee that the 
“Candidate’s Consent Form” have 
added an additional statement cer¬ 
tifying as to the candidate’s will¬ 
ingness to run on a consolidated 
list. 

To avoid this problem in the fu¬ 
ture, a proposed by-law change 
was recommended to the board to 
provide that where there are more 
vacancies than the staggered num¬ 
ber scheduled, the top candidates 
will fill the 2-year terms and the 
next in votes will fill the 1-year 
terms. 

Proxies 

Another problem concerned a 
change in the proxy procedure. Un¬ 
der present procedures, proxies 
can be solicited on a door-to-door 
basis and it was generally felt that 
this method leads to abuses, since 
the person signing the proxy rare¬ 
ly knows who will be voting for 
him. Moreover, it discourages 
members from attending the annu¬ 
al meetings, which is contrary to 
cooperative principles. 

T h e Nominations Committee 
proposed a by-law change, which 
would not go into effect until next 
year’s election, whereby a member 
could vote by proxy only if he has 
personally appeared before an au¬ 
thorized representative of the cor¬ 
poration and signed a proxy form 
in which he named a specific mem-, 
ber to vote in his stead. In case of 
bed-ridden members, the designat¬ 
ed representative would visit the 
home to get the proxy. 

Both these proposed by - law 
changes will be considered by the 
board at a special meeting. If ap¬ 
proved, they will be submitted to 
the membership for approval at 
the annual meeting. 

By-law Approved 

The board did approve one by¬ 
law change for submittal ter the 
members. This change was recom¬ 
mended by the By-Law's Commit-' 
tee and provided for the naming of 
two officers of the corporation who 
need not be members of the board 
of directors. This by-law change 
was needed so as to meet the ruling 
of the State Real Estate Commis¬ 
sion that a corporate broker’s li-1 
cense can only be issued to a true 
officer of the corporation. 
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Open Letter to GHi Members 

(The Board of Directors has requested the printing of the following 
letter in order that all members be informed of the importance of 
having the Circuit Court zoning decision on the Jaeger tract appealed) 

On April 7, Judge William B. Bowie reaffirmed his earlier 
decision that rezoning was justified for the Jaegar tract - land 
jutting irregularly into Greenbelt Park and fronting on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue about one quarter mile south of the intersection of 
Kenilworth and Greenbelt Road. The earlier decision had been 
set aside when it was found that certain alleged “aggrieved par¬ 
ties,” including the City of Greenbelt, had not been advised of 
the date of the hearing. In his April 7 decision, Judge Bowie did 
not rule on the status of the “aggrieved parties.” 

Under the ruling, as reaffirmed, about half the area would 
be zoned for high-rise apartments. The City of Greenbelt has 
already decided that it would appeal the decision - but the city’s 
status as an “aggrieved party” may be questioned in appellate 
court. To obviate the possibility that the city would be found 
to be not a party to the case, the Board of Directors urges GHI 
members to write to the Board of County Commissioners, County 
Court House, Upper Marlboro, to ask that the County Com¬ 
missioners appeal the decison. That the Board of County 
Commissioners is party to the case is not open to doubt. 

Greenbelt Park, the first part of which was opened very 
recently, is a Natonal Park, It has or will have hiking and 
riding trails, camping areas, a golf course and other recreational 
facilties to appeal to almost everyone . The Jaegar tract in 
terms of its location should be a part of the park. Legislation 
to this end currently is pending in Congress. If Judge Bowie’s 
ruling stands, any possibility of acquiring the land will be lost. 

Greenbelt Park is a major recreational asset in one of the 
fastest growing areas of the country. Already recreational pos¬ 
sibilities are in short supply. The situation can only grow 
worse. Not to permit the Jaegar tract to be acquired for parks 
use would be short-sighted in the extreme.
